In 
former days, people who needed 
treatment were kept at home or al- 
lowed to roam the streets, while to- 
day we give them attention in sp2- 
cial institutions.

age brackets, and consequently suf- 
fer from the mental ills that accom- 
pany senility. Beyond this, the strain 
of modern life is becoming intoler- 
able. The sirongest material has: its 
breaking point and since the depres- 
sion there has been a great increase 
in mental illness. Nearly one half 
of all the patients treated for mental 
illness in our institutions suffer from 
causes’ which are psychological, not 
onganic, and) who knows how many 
lof the general diseases which doctors 
vainly try to cure ‘by mendicaments 
have their roots in mental attitudes 
and really need the psychiatrist, more 
than the general physician? 


hundred years ago, as Mr. Deutsch 
tells us in “The Mentally Ill in Am- 
erica,” the insane were treated as 
criminals, placed in horrible dun- 
geons in common jails and deprived 
of the sympathy . and understanding 
which above all else they needed. He 
has rendered a tremendous service 
in providing so readable and scien- 
tific a record of the early horrors, 
and then shown us how pioneers like 
Dr. Rush and later Dorothea Dix 


a more humane treatment. At long 
last, special institutions were built; 
lunatic asylums gave way to mental 
hospitals; mental pathology became 
a science. The brutal attendant, 
chosen primarily for his physical 
size, was replaced by the trained 
nurse. Bloodletting, the treatment 
most favoured even by Dr. Rush, 
yielded to psychotherapy, occupa- 
tional therapy, hydrotherapy. Later 
came the school of psycho-analysis, 
still used in a limited number of 
cases although challenged by some 
pathologists. In‘ more recent years 
fever therapy has been developed 
The ravages of paresis, for instance, 
have been checked by inducing high 
fever either through inoculation 
with malaria or by the use of fever- 
machines. Still more recently, eX- 
periments are being made in the 
therapeutic use of music. (This 
would seem a reversion to the, edu- 
cational theories of Plato). There is 
hardly a phase of the whole subject 
upon which Mr. Deutsch has not 
touched and his book will probably 
remain a classic in the field. 

But mental hygiene is a much big- 
wer thing than the cure of mental 
illness.

Then came the founding of 
the Connecticut Society for Mental 
Hygiene in 1908, the National Com- 
mittee for Mental Hygiene in 1918, 
| and the International Committee for 
Mental Hygiene in 1930. A new edi- 
tion of Mr. Beers’ book has just re- 
cently been published with many 
‘additions concerning the growth and 
program of the great world move- 
ment which grew out of the tragic 
experience of one man. 

| For those who wish a brief outline 
of the present situation in Mental 
Hygiene, Dr. George K. Pratt's little 
‘volume “Your Mind and You” is ex- 
cellent. It is simple in style, and not 
cluttered up with the jargon of 
' psychoanalysis. The reading of it is 
| tonic end by no means induages peo- 
'ple to discover all kinds of un- 
healthy mental! quirks in themselves. 
Dr. Pratt quotes with approval the 
/ Saying that “the real test of sanity 
‘is one’s ability to get along in one’s 
|community with a minimum of fric- 
| tion.” He also lays the task of men- 
tal hygiene not alone on the doctor 
but also on ‘nurses, social workers, 
clergymen and lawyers”. It is inueed 
a task in which we all must collab- 
orate if the mental hospital is not 
to cover the entire country. 


Dr. Charles H. Durfee makes a new 
approach to a difficult subject. The 
book is born out of long experience 
in helping men to break the drink 
habit, and) the approach is psychia- 
tric. He puts his drunks, whether 
they be college professors, brokers 
or what not, to work on his farm, 
gets them back to the soil, initiates 
creative activities, builds up inter- 
est and confidence and watches the 
new interest break the habit. The 
cure of excessive drinking, he says, 
jis a task for the most patient psy- 
chiatrist. Perhaps the most impor- 
tant thing about the book is not the 
detailed regimen he prescribes, but 
his analysis of the reasons why men 
drink to excess. They do so because 
something hag been left out in their 
, mental development. They need a& 
| deeper stimulus than drinking can 
offer, but at first drinking seems to 
fill the vacuum. Perhaps if we spent 
less time dilating on “the serpent 
in the cup”, and more time studying 
why people became drunks, we 
might effect, in the field of mental 
health, an entirely new and needed 
approach to the question of temper- 
ance.
